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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1939. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough  for  1939. 

The  Report  has  been  delayed  as  a  result  of  delay  in  receiving 
the  Registrar-General's  statistics. 

The  Report  has  been  abridged  considerably  and  in  consequence 
there  has  been  economy  in  the  use  of  paper. 

The  population  has  risen  by  100  to  139,900.  There  has  been 
a  decrease  in  the  birth-rate  and  a  slight  increase  in  the  death-rate, 
infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate. 

The  most  satisfactory  feature  of  the  statistics  was  that  there 
were  34  fewer  deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  the  lowest  since  1920  and 
while  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria, 
the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  higher  as  a  result  of 
the  increased  severity  of  the  cases. 

The  medical  and  sanitary  services  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  no  evidence 
during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  (the  first  four  months  of 
the  War)  that  the  health  or  well-being  of  the  community  had 
suffered  in  any  way. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committees  concerned  and  the  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  of  the  Hospital  Services  for  much  assistance, 
guidance  and  cheerful  co-operation.

(1)  The  estimated  population  for  1939  is  139,900  which  is  100 
more  than  for  1938. 

(2)  The  number  of  live  births  is  2,583,  a  decrease  of  182  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate  is 
much  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

(3)  The  number  of  deaths  is  107  more  than  in  1938.  The 
crude  death  rate  of  Middlesbrough  is  higher  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales  and  of  the  126  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns.  The  Registrar- General,  however,  supplies 
an  Areal  Comparability  Factor  for  each  area,  which  when 
applied  to  the  crude  death-rate  produces  an  adjusted  rate 
which  is  strictly  comparable  with  that  of  England  and  Wales. 
In  the  case  of  Middlesbrough  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor 
is  1.18  so  that  the  standardized  rates  for  1939  are  : — -

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(4)  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  in 
1938,  and  considerably  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 

(5)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  180,  34  less  than  in 
1938. 

(6)  The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  per  thousand  live 
births  is  75  as  compared  with  72  for  1938  and  50  for  England 
and  Wales. 

(7)  In  1939,  149  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared 
with  675  in  1938  and  266  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
as  compared  with  286  in  1938. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  the  lowest  since  1920.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  A  large  number  of 
bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  swabs  for  diphtheria 
examined  in  1939  was  2,628  as  compared  with  1,486  in  1938.  This  is 
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a  direct  result  of  carrying  out  these  examinations  at  the  West  Lane 
Hospital,  instead  of  sending  them  to  London  and  is  an  indication 
of  the  very  real  service  which  has  been  rendered  both  to  general 
practitioners  and  to  their  patients  as  a  result  of  this  arrangement. 

The  net  cost  also  is  much  below  that  of  the  previous  facilities. 

General  Facilities. 

Ambulance  facilities  and  provisions  for  nursing  in  the  home 
remain  as  in  previous  years,  as  also  are  arrangements  for 
Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  with  the  exception  that  the 
Settlement  Centre  has  been  replaced  by  the  Ayresome  Centre 
at  St.  James’  Hall,  Crescent  Road,  and  the  Grove  Hill  Centre 
has  been  removed  from  the  Institute,  Bishopton  Road,  to  the 
Methodist  School,  Grove  Hill. 

Hemlington  Hospital. 

During  1939,  83  malthriving  children  were  admitted  to  the 
Hemlington  Hospital  for  periods  varying  from  two  to  three 
months.

(3)  Hemlington  Hospital. 

Until  August,  1939,  this  was  a  Smallpox  Hospital  with 
accommodation  for  55  cases  of  smallpox.  Treatment  of  smallpox 
has  not  been  required  for  many  years.  During  the  summer  months 
it  was  used  as  a  convalescent  hospital  for  malthriving  children. 
In  August,  1939,  the  Office  of  Works,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Middlesbrough 
Corporation,  commenced  the  building  of  a  hutted  hospital  of 
480  beds  in  a  field  adjacent  to  the  existing  hospital.  This 
necessitated  the  premature  discharge  of  the  malthriving  children 
who  were  under  treatment  there.

This  Committee,  comprising  representatives  from  the  three

Committee. 

Boarded-Out  Children  - 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  is  responsible 
for  the  supervision  of  boarded-out  children  and  the  administration 
of  the  statutory  clauses  relating  to  Infant  Life  Protection. 

Mental  Defectives  : — 

The  Middlesbrough  Corporation  is  a  partner  in  the  Prudhoe 
Hall  Colony  Joint  Board.  On  the  31st  December,  1939,  102  Mental 
Defectives  were  in  residence  there.  The  Education  Committee 
have  a  Special  School  for  Mental  Defectives  at  which  137  boys

Midwives. 

The  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  Middlesbrough  in  January,  1939,  was  48.  This  number 
included  11  employed  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Hospital  and 
9  at  the  Municipal  Hospital.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

HOUSEHOLD  AND  TRADE  REFUSE. 

Collection. 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  from  the  36,000  houses  and  shops 
within  the  Borough  (an  increase  of  1,761  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year)  and  a  daily  collection  from  all  commercial  hotels. 

The  collection  is  made  by  19  motor  vehicles  (no  horse  labour 
being  used),  consisting  of  1  Ford  (for  Organic  Refuse),  2  Dennis, 
3  Karriers,  5  S.D.  Freighters  and  8  Scammells. 

Commencing  on  the  1st  April,  a  charge  was  made  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  Trade  Refuse.  A  free  collection  of 
2  bins  or  sacks  (not  exceeding  2  cubic  feet  capacity)  is  made  from 
all  trade  or  business  premises,  thereafter  each  bin  or  sack  is 
chargeable  at  the  rate  of  3d.  each.  The  system  of  payment  is  by 
vouchers  or  by  quarterly  agreements,  based  on  the  average 


amount  of  refuse  removed  weekly.  There  is  also  a  special  charge 
in  operation  for  the  collection  and  or  disposal  of  loads  of  refuse 
from  trade  or  business  premises.

The  method  of  disposal  prior  to  the  20th  March  was  “  Barging 
to  Sea  ”  and  ££  Controlled  Tipping.”  From  the  20th  March,  all 
household  and  a  proportion  of  trade  refuse  has  been  dealt  with 
at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  situated  on  the  Stockton  Road. 
These  were  opened  on  the  20th  March,  being  erected  by  Messrs. 
Heenan  and  Froude  Limited,  Worcester,  at  a  cost  of  £37,500. 
The  Works  are  capable  of  handling  150  tons  of  refuse  in  8  hours 
on  the  primary  and  secondary  screen  principle,  salvage  being  the 
main  consideration.  Steam  is  raised  for  the  Organic  Plant  and 
for  heating  the  main  garage,  capable  of  holding  25  large  collection 
motors. 

The  Lloyd  Street  Depot  is  very  handy  for  the  disposal  of  trade 
refuse  from  business  premises.  Baling  of  paper  and  incineration 
is  carried  on,  also  tbe  disposal  of  nightsoil  and  slaughterhouse 
refuse  to  farmers.

Dispensary  Treatment. 

During  the  year  1939  there  were  7,701-  attendances  at  the 
Dispensary  ;  419  new  patients  were  seen.  Of  the  total  new  patients 


89%  were  sent  by  the  local  practitioners,  a  figure  which  indicates 
the  close  co-operation  between  the  practitioners  of  medicine  in 
the  towm  and  the  Dispensary. 

6,926  visits  wTere  paid  by  the  health  visitors  to  the  homes  of 
the  patients  while  60  consultations  between  the  private  practi¬ 
tioner  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  were  also  held  in  the  patients’ 
homes. 

463  pathological  specimens  were  examined  in  the  laboratory 
of  the  Dispensary.
